Gen. Garfield—I have a great deal 
of sympathy with the people of California, 
and the other Pacific States, in reference to 
this subject, but itis a mistake on the part 
of some Congressmen to confound the immi- 
gration of the regular Chinese to this coun- 
try with the advent of the coolies, who may 
be brought under contract and perhaps as 
slaves. We have a right to reject all slaves. 
There afe laws to prevent their importation 
to the United States, just as in old times. 


These laws 
CAN BE MADE TO APPLY TO THE COOLIES 


just as stringently, or, better still to obtain 
the end in view, of preventing the introduc- 


“tion of coolie labor to the disadvantage of 


the working classes of this country. We 
might make a treaty with China by which it 
would be understood that slaves or 
coolies were not to be landed on 
our shores, but to say that any 
well-behaved, law-abiding n should 
be kept away when desirous of coming of his 
own free will, aside from the coolie system, 
would be hard, and contrary to the intentions 
of our institutions. 

City Editor—Will a bill of the character 
you indicate be apt to pass ? 

Gen. Garficeld—A bill in some modified 
form may be presented, and, if in proper 
shape relative to the coolies, we (the Repub- 
lican Congress) will be willing to help its 
passage, and the President will concur in it.

THE LYNN EMPLOYERS’ UNION. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 21.—Diligent inquiry 
has been made among the manufacturers of 
Lynn to-day to ascertain who H. L. Morey” 
is, to whom Gen. Garfield is alleged to have 
written a letter indorsing Chinese cheap 
labor. No “Employers’ Union” exists in 
Lynn, nor did any such body exist on Jan.

They Also Capture with Him a Satchel 
Supposed to Contain $250,000 in 


Yesterday forenoon Detective Hall, of the 
Secret Service, who has been on duty in this city 
forsome months, with Detective Simmons, of 


the city detective force, marched mysteriously 


into the office of Marshal Hildrup, in the Gov- 
ernment Building, having in company with 
them a tall, fine-looking, military-appearing 
man, about 50 years of age.

Efforts to Recover zue Personal Prop- 
erty of Mrs. Katé Chase Sprague.

PROBABLY STOLEN.

WAsHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 21.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here this evening from Chicago stating 
that the Secret Service officers had arrested in 
Chicago aman described as “a distinguished- 
looking individual.”

A comMiIrree of influential English and 
probably Irish Liberals, is reported to have 
been formed to aid the Government in the pros- 
ecution of the Irish Land-League agitators; also 
for the purpose of urging the Government to 
proceed with the prosecution, if it has not yet 
determined todoso.

No WONDER that Montenegro indignantly 
rejected the terms on which Turkey proposed 
tosurrender the Dulcigno district. It would 
seemindeed as though Turkey had not the re- 
motest intention of making any surrender at 
all, and that all the negotianons thus far have 
been entered into by Turkey in order to gain 
time. The conditions on which the Porte will 
surrender the district are: (1) That Monetenegro 
shall assume the proportion of the Turkish debt 
which belongs to the district; (2) that the in- 
habitants shall have full liberty ‘io emigrate;

tained; (4) that the safety of the Turkish Govern- 
ment property shall be guaranteed; (5) that the 
Turkish flag shall be maintained in the harbor 
of Duleigno; and, lastly, that the status quo 
shail be maintained east of Lake Scutari.

‘THE DEMOCRATIC FORLORN HOPE 

When the New York rats heard the 
election news from Ohio and Indiana they 

were literally stunned. Every individual 
Democrat felt as though he had been struck 
squarely between the eyes or kicked on the 
pit of the’stomach. ‘The party managers col- 
lapsed. The men who had bet their money 
on Hancock went around seeking oppor- 
tunities to hedge.“ Those who were most 
disheartened found expression for their dis- 
appointment and chagrin by predicting that 
the Republican party evidently intended to 
perpetuate itself. It was generally acknow]l- 
edged by Democrats as well as Republicans 
that Hancock's doom had been sounded, 
But ten days have served to give the party 
hacks some new wind. They appreciate the 
necessity of making a show of hope, if not 
confidence, in order to their local tickets 
and their Congressm Hence they have 
turned their attention three States of 
New York, New Jersey, and Connecticut, 
and profess to believe they will be able to 
carry those States, and thus, without the aid 
of Indiana, to secure the Electoral votes at 
the North which are necessary to enable the 
Solid South to elect the President, This new 
show of confidence is mere sham. 

The Ohio and Indiana elections told the 
story. The Democrats as well as the Repub- 
licans admitted in advance that a decided re- 
sult in those States one way or the other 
would forecast the issue of the Presidential 
election. The vote was more emphatic than 
anybody dreamed it would be. The Repub- 
lican majority in Ohio was about four times 
as large as it was in 18786. A change of 28,000 
votes in favor of the Republicans wassecured 
in Indiana as compared with the State elec- 
tion two years before. Can the Dem ocratic 
managers persuade themselves that the pub- 
lic sentiment which controls the people of 
Ohio and Indiana is radically different from 
that which governs the people of New York, 
New Jersey, and Connecticut ? Can they hope 
to impress intelligent people anywhere with 
the belief that there is any genuine expecta- 
tion on the part of the Democratic managers 
thata Republican majority in those three 
States a year ago can now be converted into a 
Democratic majority in the face of the Ohio 
and Indiana indications ? The attempt is sim- 
ply preposterous. 

There is a general impression throughout 
the East that the tariff question accounts for 
the Republican triumphs in Indiana and 
Ohio. The Republican newspapers in the 
Protection districts claim this, and the Demo- 
crats evidently accept the theory as correct 
since they have induced their candidate to 
eat bis own words of the letter of acceptance 
and write a quasi Protection letter. If this 
theory be admitted, then it is folly to main- 
tain that the tariff question will have less in- 
fluence in New York, New Jersey, and Con- 
necticut than it had in Ohio and Indiana. 
The protected interests of the three Eastern 
States are infinitly greater than those of the 
two Western States, and Hancock’s trimming 
letter came too late, and betrayed too much ig- 
norance and insincerity, to influence the cam- 
palgu now. If the Eastern notion of Repub- 
lican success in Indiana and Ohio be correct, 
then there is absolutely no hope for the Dem- 
oerats in the territory where they are now 
concentrating their efforts and centering their 
hopes. 

It is well. known to the Western people, 
however, that it was not the tariff question 
which carried Ohio and Indiana fer the Re- 

.publicans. That issue may have exerted 
some favorable influence in certaln districts, 
but it Was not the turning-point of the cam- 
paign in either State. The people flocked 
to the Republican side because they were 
satisfied with the present prosperous condi- 
tion of the country. They want no change 
in the business management of the country 
that shall be experimental, whether in the 
tariff, or the finances, or the Civil Service, or 
in political adventure. They are content. 
The property interests and the com- 
mercial interests, the agricultural inter- 
ests and the manufacturing interests, 
the capitalists and the business-men, 
are all united in the conviction that any 
of the radical changes threatened by a revo- 
lution in parties at this time will be damag- 
ing to them. They will not take an unneces- 
sary risk, and the laboring men have had the 
intelligence to perceive that their welfare is 
identical with that of their employers. If 
this view of the case be correct (and it is 
much more rational than to credit Republic- 
an success to the tariff issue alone), it is per- 
verse and unreasonable to contend that the 
vaster commercial, industrial, and (financial 
interests of New York and the adjoining 
States of Connecticut and New Jersey will 
pass a totally different judgment on the situ- 
ation. The drift of public sentiment in the 
three Eastern States which the Democrats 
now Claim is materially the same as in the 
two Western States which they have lost, 
and the result will be identical. 

All this is known as well to the Democrat- 
ic managers and newspapers that are now 
whistling to keep their courage up as it is to 
Republicans, both East and West. Despera- 
tion may drive the Democrats to new effort 
in the East, but it will be hopeless. No one 
of the States they are now fighting for will 
savethem. They must have all of them in 
order to wim, They do not expect to carry 
them, as a matter of fact, any. more than they 
expected to elect Horace Greeley after the 
October elections eight years ago.

work. What will he do during that year? 
Dr. Thomas is the kindof man to re- 
main silent for a year. He is too able a man, 
his ministrations are meeting with too much 
success, too many people are anxious to hear 
him, for him to wit supinely down and do 
nothing. With all respect for other Meth- 
odist preachers and workers, there is not one 
of them who could not be spared from work 
more easily than Dr. Thomas. There is not 
one of them who would be so sorely missed. 
He himself says that under present circum- 
stances he is unwilling to take any church, 
for it would not be just. He can- 
not take up lecturing for a business, 
for that would not support him fora year 
to come. So far as he himself is concerned, 
he says he expects to preach, but under what 
cireumstances he cannot say. He has no 
definit plans, but supposes something will 
probably develop that will give him an open- 
ing for work. . 

Dr. Thomas' friends have already partially 
solved this problem $y raising a sum suffi- 
cient to reimburse him for giving his serv- 
ices to the public on Sunday nights at the 
Central Music-Hall. With Prof. Swing oc- 
cupying the hall in the morning and Dr. 
Thomas in the evening, the Central Church 
would become the great focus of religious 
interest in this city. The great crowds that 
attend in the morning would be repeated in 
the evening, and these two great preachers 
and teachers, both advocating toleration, 
and progress, and humanity in religion, 
would edify at least 5,000 Christians who 
are not dogmatists, but who think for 
themselves, and do not want to begfettered 
in the clamps of old creeds, and their ser- 
mons would be read by thousands upon 
thousands more in the columns of the daily 
press. The two preachers and brother here- 
ties could join hands in friendly rivalry, and 
would unquestionably accomplish a great 
work. If the Conference should decide that 
Dr. Thomas remain in the Church, he will have 
lost nothing during his preaching to the gen- 
eral public. If it removes him, he will have 
laid the foundations broad and strong for his 
future ministrations. The young men and 
women of Chicago will flock to Central Hall 
by thousands, morning and evening. and they 
are the ones above all that these two clergy- 
men should seek to reach, for therg is little 
hope of p among the elders who are 
wedded to old opinions in which they were 
grounded when dogmas were more in 
fashion than they are now. 

Successful, however, as Dr. Thomas would 
be in the Central Hall, we fancy that he 
would be still more so in the West Division. 
The larger number of his friends reside 
there, and many of his old parishioners, who 
will want to hear him. It1s his old stamping- 
ground,—his bailiwick, as it were. He knows 
that part of the city thoroughly, and it knows 
him just as well. Besides that, it has an im- 
mense population from which to draw, and it 
will be more convenient for them to 
reach him. If his friends would 
find some central point for him, as 
near the Oentenary Chu as possible, 80 
that he might feel perfectly at home, he 
would draw even larger audiences than he 
could have at the Central Hall, if a place 
large enough te hold them could be found, 
and it is needless to say that, breathing a 
freer air and unhindered by the obstacles 
which have stood in his way for two years 
past, he will preach with more power and 
eloquence than ever before.

YESTERDAY.

Hor LAN p, Mich., Oct. 21.—Whatever hope 
may have existed yesterday among those 
whose friends were on the ill-fated Alpena, 
was destroyed to-day by the discovery of 
bodies which have been fully identified as 
passengers on that steamé?f, ‘The lake-shore 


above Holland harbor was densely thronged

this wornlag with watchers, who peered 
anxiously into the in-rolling waves, in the 
hope of finding some trace which would set- 
tle the question of the vessel's fate. Among 
other objects ‘which attracted attention were 
A couple of craft to the northward, one of 
which was a steam-barge, evidently headed 
for Chicago, and the other a large tug, which 
moved in different directions, giving the idea 
that she was engaged in the work of search- 
ing for the dead.. Suddenly the steam-barge 
put about, and, almost at the same time, the 
the tug began moving in her direction.

CONSIDERABLE EXCITEMENT 


Among the watchers on the beach, who 


jumped to the conclusion that the barge had 
made an important discovery. This surmise 
proved to be entirely correct. The barge had 
stopped at the sight of a couple of bodies 
moving about in the lake, and, having se- 
cured them, hailed the tug, which took them 
on board and carried them to Grand Haven, 
where they were identified as the remains of 
Mr. Montgomery Crossman, of Grand Haven, 
ami Mrs. Cole, of Muskegon. Both bodies 
were fully dressed, and had on life-preserv- 
ers. About the same time that this occurred 
& party of searchers on the beach twelve 
miles north of here found the body of Fred- 
erick Spaeth, of Grand Rapids, floating to 
the shore. Mr. Spacth, who was a restau- 
rant-keeper at Grand Rapids, had two life- 
preservers upon him.

THE CAUSE OF IT. 


They Didn't Want “A Change.” 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 19.—Everybody out- 
side of the two States of Ohio and Indiana 
seems to have his own special views in re- 
gard to what caused the Democratic Water- 
loo here last Tuesday. As one who traveled 
very extensively among the common people 
while the contest was raging, I desire to offer 
a few reflections, which I think are accurate, 
in regard to the exact influences that oper- 
ated to make the great majority of the voters 
throw their ballots on the Republican side.

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THE TREASURY. 
MULLETT’S LAST DISAPPOINTMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsHineTon, D. C., Oct. 21.—One of Mul- 
lett’s great works has come to grief. It will 
be remembered that, during Bristow’s admin 
istration, little Mullett insisted that a certain 
peculiar kind of elevator should be placed in 
the New York Post-Office Building, notwith- 
standing Secretary Bristow and the experts 
of the Treasury had expressed the opinion 
that the elevators so urgently recommended 
by Mullett would prove failures, and had also 
recommended the adoption of the Hale Chi- 
cago hydraulic elevators in public buildings. 
Mullett c a sensation at that time, the 
summer of 1874, by a wordy conflict 
in the Treasury building with the rep- 
resentatives of the Hale elevator. 
This row was the beginning of the end of the 
Mullett régime, as he was soon dropped by 
Gen. Bristow. However, the bid for the New 
York elevator was given by Mullett to a 
friend of his, although the bid was higher. 
The Treasury Department has now ordered 
Mullett’s famous New York elevators to be 
taken out of the Post-Office Building there, 
as they have caused endless trouble, and 
have been a great source of expense. A con- 
tract has been given to Otis Bros, to put their 
elevator in their place. 

THE DEBT DECREASE. 

It is expected at the Treasury that the re- 
duction of the debt this month will be about

FIRE RECORD.

Sr. Paul., Minn., Oct. 21.—A peculiar and 
serious fire occurred this evening, commenc- 
ing about 6 o’clo¢k and continuing for several 


hours, whereby the Standard 


met with avery heavy loss, The establish- 
ment burned consisted of a large warehouse 
for the storage of oil in barrels and the other 
buildings necessary for the business, together 
with several immense iron tanks, two of 
which held 16,000 barrels each. Beside the 
buildings, the Company loses several thousand 
empty barrels that were piled up a short 
distance from the main building, and which

burned with an unmitigated 


defied all efforts to put out the flames. The 
fire was communicated by the explosion of 
an oil-lamp in the hands of the night watch- 
man, who had just gone on duty. He was 
going through the main warehouse, where 
the principal part of the barrels of oil were 


stored, when the lamp he had 


suddenly exploded, and in an instant the 
building was on fire, and notwithstanding 
the utmost efforts of the watchman and 
others to extinguish the flames, they spread 
until the whole building was one vast sheet 


of fire. As the flames became 


the barrels began to burst, and tnose that 
did not burst, being partially burned, re- 
leased their contents, which ran out in large 
blazing streams into the ravines and low 
land surrounding the warehouses. The 
whole surface of these lakes was one vast

up in immense black masses and banks, and, 
as the night was dark and cloudy, the whole 
heavens were lighted up by the sea of flame 
that spread everywhere and stretched out in 
every direction. The steamers could 
do nothing with this sea of oil.

ELECTION JUDGES. 
OPINION BY THE COUNTY ATTORNEY. 

The following correspondence expluins itself: 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—C. H. Willett, County ‘Attor- 
ney—My Dear Sin: A question has been pre 
sented to the Democratic Campaign Committee 
like this: A man was appointed judge of eleo- 
tion by the County Board, and failed to appear 
on the first day of registration. The remaining 
judges filled the vacancy by appointing another 
man. uestion: Can the appointee of the 
County Board act as judge of election, or will 
the person appointed by the Board of Election 
act as ju during the existence of the Elec- 
tion Board? Can you let me have your opinion 
on the matter as a guide in this case and similar 
ones? Yours truly, J. R. DOOLITILE, JR. 
Following is the answer: 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—J. R. Doolittle, Eaq., Repre- 
senting the Democratic County Central Commitice— 


yesterday, the following are my views of the 
aw: “Members of the Board of Registry and 
judges of election are officers. If officers, they 
fill an office and discharge such official duties as 
are imposed upon them by law. These duties are 
continuous until the expiration of their office. 
The mode of appointing judges of vlection is 
specified by the statute, and another statute 
provides that such judges of election shall con- 
stitute the Board of Registry. The questions 
which you want solved are these: When a 
vacancy ours in the Board of Registry, how 
shall such vacancy be filled? If such vacancy is 
filied, shall the person substituted act on the 
Board of stry only or as judge of election 
on election day? We think the Board of Rexis- 
tration could fill such vacancy, and that after it 
is filled such person should continue to act in 
the same way as though he had beeu ori inally 
appointed. acancies in the Board of — 
tration by Sec. 146, Chap. 46, Revised Statutes of 
Lilinois, shall be filled in the same manner that 
vacancigs are filled at elections. Sec. 36, ibid., 
provides: If at the time of the opening of any 
election any person appointed or constituted a 
judge of election shail not be present, or will 
not act or take the oath to act in such capacity. 
the judge or jud present may appoint some 
other qualified elector to act in his — 
Construing the two sections together, we are 
led to the conclusion thas if, on the first day of 
registration, one of the judges 8 by tho 
County Board is not present, the two judges 
present can appoint a third judge to act with 
them on the first day of registrution, and who 
should also act on the Tuesday before the elec- 
tion to re registry, and on election day. 
And that the person originally appointed by the 
County Board cannot act on the — of revising 
the or on election day.

THE REPUBLICAN AUXILIARY CLUB

Effect of Indiana—Book of Lamenta- 
tions—Down on Senator Bayard—Ma- 
hone, of Virginia. 1 
New York, Oct. 19.— Before the Indiana 

election, fora whole week, I could hardly 

get an interview out of a Republican; they 
were all gloomy. Now I can’t get any Dem- 
ocrats to talk; they say it is the Book of Lam- 
entations. One man kept me on a bench, 
sitting out in the park last night, telling me 
his expectations of a great war between the 
rich and poor, but not a word did I get about 

Hancock. He said we were drifting toward 

an Empire; that life was of no compensa- 

tion; that women were generally or regularly 

false’; that prosperity and civilization were a 

delusion,—and then I went to sleep. So my 

interviews to-day are oddis h. 

I was speaking to two citizens of Wilming- 
ton, Del., to-day, whose conversation indi- 
cates that Mr. Bayard has reached his apex 


and is sliding down the other side. I asked 
them if they had any idea Delaware could be 
made Republican. 0 

“The easiest thing in the world. It takes 
nothing but a little money, a little work, and 
good direction. The Democratic majority in 

State now is only 600. Bagard was a 
party to the disfranchising of the negroes by 
putting the 2 upon their voting requi- 
sits. y fraud he is in the Senate. 
This year the Republicans compelled the 
Democratic Marshals to sit and receive the 
poll-taxes of the negroes, they having, in two 
or three years pest, run away so that the 
blacks could not find them. This year they 
chased one fellow intoaswamp and made 
him take the money required for the State, 
which he did not want to take, because it 
gave the Delaware-born black man_his vote.

oes to Garfield’s house and receives Gar- 
eld at his warmly, in Washington.” 

“What utility is there in Mahone?’ I 
asked.

humor the prejudices of the people. Mahone 
can say that he has created a new class of 
Virginians, given them their rights and 
earned their gratitude.”’ 

Do you see any signs of a political change 
in the South?“ 

Les, the alliance between the Southern 
people and the Northern Democrats has al- 
ways been an insincere one. I have occasion 
to resent sometimes a Northern Democrat 
saying tome that they have ‘ our load’ to 
carry. 1 tell chem that we bring the only 
character to bear in the coalition, and that 
our public men are not personally unpopular 
with Republicans, but only so because they 
assisted to antagonize the majority opinion 
of the North. In 1874 the South was pretty 
generally disposed to go into the third-term 
movement for Grant. Unfortunately the 
October elections came along and seemed to 
make a tidal wave for the Northern Democ- 
racy. Then the argument was raised, 
‘Don’t let us abandon the coalition now on 
the eve of victory!’ Therefore we were 
forced into the arms of Tilden, whom we al- 
ways loathed, and he knew it well enough to 
charge us through his organs with deserting 
him during the Electoral debate.”

Last Day’s Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Establishing a School for Pur- 
poses of Technical in- 
struction. 


A Pleasant Banquet at Night at 
the Pacific. 


Speeches by Mayor Harrison and Others— 
Letter from Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 


The second day’s session of the Carriage 
Builders’ Association was opened at half-past 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel, and the attendance was good. 

The President announced that carriages would 
be at the hotel at half-past 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, totake the members of the Association to 
the South Parks, the Stock-Yards, the boule- 
vards, and other places of interest. Members 
were requested to be prompt. Mr. Clement 
Studebaker made the announcement that a spe- 
cial train over the Michigan Southern Railroad 
would leave the depot Saturday morning at 8:15 
o'clock for South Bend, leaving that place on 
the return trip about 8 p.m. He requested all 
to fo. 

President Britton referred to the subject of 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION, 

and said he thought that to establish a separate 
school for this branch would at present be an 
impossibility, on account of the vast expense. 
He had conferred with the Trustees of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Artin New York City about 
estabiishing a bianch in the interests of the car- 
riage trade, and he had been told that the 
Museum would soon establish two new branches, 
—one of interior decoration and harmony of 
saloons, and the other of mechanical art. Both 
of these branches would be useful to the car- 
riage trade. The Trustees had concluded to es- 
tablish a separate branch, devoted solely to the 
art of carriage-buiiding, provided a fund of 
$1,000 per year for three years was 
guaranteed. There had been no action 
taken in the matter. The President 
said that the views of Special Committee 
appointed to look after this matter would be 
fully mapped out and elaborated in a report to 
be read by Mr. George W. W. Houghton, of New 
York City. 

Mr. Hadock,of St. Louis, was invited to speak 
on this subject, and be made a few remarks, 
favoring the idea of technical education, und 
said he thought such a branch in any school 
would be invaluable to the carriage trade of the 


country. 
MR. GEORGE W. W. HOUGHTON, 

editor of the Hub, of New York City, then read 
his paper on Technical Education,“ He gave 
an outline of the methods in use in the school of 
M. Dupont, in Paris, who bad wisely been made 
an honorary member of the Association. There 
were three technical schools in Paris, two 


in Neweastle-on-Tyne, but not one in 
the whole United States. In this country 
there were only twelve carringe-dra tamen, 
and but few of these were Americans. is was 


all wrong. There should be more of these 


draughtsmen among us, and carriage-builiders 
should be able to show customers drawings and 
patterns of a great variety of vehicies. In the 


trade it was notorious that the son never fol- 
lowed the father, and, unless some technical 
school was established, the race of carriage- 
builders in the United States would soon die out. 
The questions to be met in establish the 
school were, when, where, and how. He shouid 
answer, the sooner the better; New York, as 
there was more interest taken in the project 
there; and the simpler the better. He would 
ruther see an indepeudent school, ugder the con- 
trol of the Association, which he thought could 
be conducted in a simple way for about 
$1,000 per year. Ion conciusion, Mr. Houghton 
said that Mr. Lawson Ballantyne had given him 
a check for 81.000 toward the establishment of 
a technical school, and for the Hub Publishi 
Company he would contribute — 24 
The ident called Vice- ident Stude- 
baker to the chair and took the floor himself.

It was decided that members having subjects 
for discussion should notify the Executive Com- 
mittee of such fact, and t Committee would 
prepare a program. Hereafter the Convention 
will last three days, thus giving time for the dis- 
cussion of interesting questions. 

Mr. Davis, of Cincinnati, referred to the ex- 
orbitant freight rates charged by the railroads, 
and moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to take some action toward their re- 
duction. This was carried, and the Chair ap- 
pointed as such committee Mesars. H. Da- 
vis of Cincinnati, T. H. Shaw of Albany, 
C. E. Blaney of Chicago, C. W. Haddock of St. 
Louis, R. H. Jones of Atlanta, Lowe Emerson 
of Cincinnati, and Casper Kendall of Wilming- 


ton. 

An invitation to attend a meeting of the Geor- 
gia Carriage- Builders’ Association at Atlanta 
was received by the Association, placed on file, 
and a vote of thanks extended to the Georgians.

An effort will be 
made, however, to establish an independent 
school. The Committee was also authorized to 
collect ali subseriptions already made and to 
take new subscriptions toward the School Fund. 

Votes of thanks were extended to St. Louis. 
Atlanta. and Oshkosh for kind invitations to 
hold their Convention in those cities in 1881, and 
to the proprietors of the Grand Pacific Hotel 
for courtesies extended during the Convention. 

Messrs. Mitchell and Hadock were appointed 
a committee to obtain subscriptions to tue Tech- 
nical School Fund from the “green ribbon 
men,” or the gentlemen belonging to the wagor 
trade and associate trades. 

The Association adjourned at 2 p. m. until the 
banquet in the evening at 8 o'clock.

TEHUANTEPEC. 


The Emteroceanic BRatlroad — Eades’ 
Ship- Railway Scheme. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New Lon, Oct. 21.—The Tehuantepec 
Interoceanic Railroad Company, now en- 
gaged in the construction of a railroad 
across the Isthmus Of Tehuantepec, Mexico, 
intends to send in a few days three parties of 
engineers from this city to the Pacific coast. 
One of the parties will survey the harbors on 
the Pacific side to ascertain the cost of com- 
pleting the improvements there. Another 
will lay out the route of the road on that side 
of the isthmus, so that the work of grading 
can be begun early in the winter. A 
third will make a more extended 
survey of the line of the road 
in the interior. These parties will be fully 
prepared to do the work assigned to them 
with the greatest rapidity consistent with 
thoroughness. A contract has been made 
with an experienced Mexican builder, now 
jn the city, forthe construction of seventy 
miles of the road, beginning on the P acific 
side, the contract including*the grading and 
the laying of the rails. He ‘will begin the 
work as soon as the surveys will have been 
made. For ten miles south, beginning at 
the mouth of the Gootzacoatcols River 

the Gulf of Mexico, the 

has already been completed, and 
the grading of another section of twenty 
miles is nearly finished. Mr. Van Brocklin, 
the Chief Engineer, who has large experience 
in Chili and Peru, and known in New York 
as the Chief Engineer of the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railroad at the time it was built, 1s 
on the spot pushing forward the work as fast 
as circumstances will permit, and has been 
there since January of last year. The entire 
length of this road is to be eompleted in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the concessions 
from the Mexican Government, within two 
years from January next. 

The estimated cost of the road is $6,000,000, 
which includes the building of the harbors 
ateach end.

The Rates on Provisions Raised Five 
Cents—Dissatisfied Shippers.

THE WABASH WAR. 

No movement of consequence was made by 
the railroad gladiators, and limited tickets 
still continue to be sold at the low figures au- 
nounced heretofore, The warriors are rest- 
ing on their arms, waiting to get orders from 
the Presidents’ meeting now in session in 
New York trying to settle the difficulties that 
have brought about the contest. But up to 
a late hour last evening nothing of an official 
nature was heard from the New York peace 
conference. The General Manager of one of 
the Chicago roads received a private dispatch 
from New York informing him that the 
Wabash offers to pool its business between 
St. Louis, Kansas City, and Chicago with the 
old lines, but refuses to redeem the unlimited 
tickets sold at largely reduced rates since 
the war commenced. The old roads, how- 
ever, refused to entertain the proposition. 
This offer by the Wabash shows that Tux 
TRIBUNE was correct that the Wabash in- 
augurated this war for the purpose of forc- 
ing the other lines to assist it in securing per- 


manent and convenient depot facilities in 


this city. The Wabash some time ago made 
the proposition to the Alton to pool the busi- 
ness if that road would allow it to come into 
the new West Side Union Depot. The Alton 
refused, and consequently this war was com- 
menced in order to bring this road as well as 
some others which had been unfriendly to 
the Wabash to terms. Now that efforts are 
being made to stop the war, which has be- 
come much more disastrous than 
was anticipated. the Wabash comes 
up smiling and again offers to 
pool. By gaining this point, with all the un- 
limited tickets sold during the last week in 
the hands of outsiders, the Wabash would 
have gained all it fought for, because if the 
business was pooled under such circum- 
stances it would not matter where its depot 
was located, as it would get just so much of 
the business, and the outstanding unlimited 
tickets would give it a good proportion for 
some time to come, which could be taken as 
a basis by the arbitrators in making their 
award of percentages for the various lines. 

The Alton, under existing circumstances, 
is not so much opposed to an arrangement as 
suggested by the Wabash as the Burlington, 
Rock Island, and other roads leading to West- 
ern and Southwestern points. The Alton 
has sold about as many unlimited 
tickets between St. Louis and Kansas City 
as the Wabash has between Chicago and St, 
Louis and Chicago and Kansas City. The 
latter roads have sold no unlimited tickets 
during this fight, and should they agree toa 

Oling of the business as proposed by the 

abash while the unlimited tickets are in 
the field, they would be at a great disadvan- 

,and it is, therefore, improbable that 
they will agree to anything of the kind. 
These unlimited tickets are the rock upon 
which all the efforts of the Presidents to es- 
tablish peace and harmony have thus far 
foundered, and it is not likely that they will 
be able to stop the fight unless the Wabash 
first agrees to redeem its outstanding unlim- 
ited tickets. The Alton is ready at 7 time 
to redeem those it has sold, i the Wabash 

ees to do the same. 

he Alton managers say the 
tinue on the offensive as long as Wabash 
holds to its present position. They cannot 
allow, they say, a competitor a better rate 
simply because it has inferior facilities or a 
longer route. The Grand Trunk, they agree, 
is no better situated than W. re- 
guards terminal facilities in this city, and that 
road might with equal justice demand a dif- 
ferential rate to Buffaio and Eastern sea- 
board poinis. Should the Grand Trunk ask 
such a concession there is not an Eastern 
road in this er that would not take the 
same stand as that taken in regard to the 
Wabash’s demand. 

The General Passenger Agents of the va- 
rious roads centering in this city held an- 
other meet yesterday to further consider 
the action to be taken in view of the Alton’s 
reduction of rates from Kansas City to St. 
Louis,—namely: If it would be advisable for 
the roads leading East to make a reduction 
from this city to meet the Alton’s rate. 
After a long discussion it was decided to 
hold the rates firm for the present,—that is, 
not to pro-rate with the Alton at the cut 
rates. ‘This action will amount to very little, 
however, for two of the roads, parties to the 
above action, have privately notified the Al- 
ton that it can make rates over their lines. 
A TRIBUNE representative has also seen dis- 

atches from two of the leading lines from 

st. Louis east, stating that they would pro-

‘ rate with the Alton. 


Under these circumstances it is fair to 
presume that the war will be reopened with 
renewed vigor this morning, and that nearly 
all the roads. both East and West. will become 
parties to the contest. 

It was reported last r that the war 
east from St. Louis had already become 
general before the offices closed last evening, 
as is indicated by the following private dis- 
patch received from Kansas City last even- 
ing: Rates to all points east of Mississippi 
River, as far east asand including New 
York, are still being slaughtered; all lines 
running east from St. Louis have joined in 
the fray, and the Chicago lines are taking 
the business at junction points a few miles 
east of Chicago. In all cases the rates from 
Kansas City are less than from Chicago or 
St. Louis.“ 

The Wabash is fighting desperately to pre- 
vent a general break in Eastern rates, as that 
will prove a sad blow to its interests. All it 
intended was to make a fight on Chicago 
business, and never meant that it should 
spread to its main line and beyond. The 
Alton is just as determined to make the 
war general, and, judging by the develop- 
ments referred to above, it will no doubt 
succeed before many hours have passed, un- 
less the Presidents should at the eleventh 
hour agree upon some satisfactory basis of 
settlement. 

The Wabash hung out a sign announcing 
that it would sell tickets to points on the 
Alton at the follow reduced rates: Pon- 
tiac, $1; Chenoa, $1; Bloomington, $1; Lin- 
colin, $1; Springfield, $1: Jacksonville, $1; 
St. Louis, $1; Peoria, $1; Kansas City, 50 
cents. The St. Louis rate by the Wabash 
yesterday was only 50 cents, but, as will be 
seen by the above announcenient, it now 
again charges $1, same as the other 
roads. It will also be of interest to learn 
that the Wabash now uses rebate tickets, the 
same as has been done by the other roads al! 
along. Its neglect to use such tickets here- 
totore has proved very disastrous to its local 
busin through tickets to St. Letis and 
Kansas City being bought to all those points. 

Should the Presidents adjourn their meet- 
ing in New York without terminating the 
present conflict, matters will no doubt be- 
come serious and railroad interests be great- 
ly damaged.

RATES ADVANCED. 

The railroads in the Eastern combination 
have voted in favor of the resolution passed 
by the Standing Committee of the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee a short time ago that 
the rate on boxed meats, hog products, and 
live hogs shall be increased five cents per 100 
pounds on Chicago basis.“ Commissioner 
Fink has notified the railroad’ companies to 
advanced the rate on the above-named arti- 
cles in accordance with the above resolution, 
the advance to take effect Nov. 1. 

The provision shippers have expressed great 
dissatisfaction with this action. They claim 
it to be wrong to advance the rates on provis- 
ions and not make an advance at the same 
time in grain rates. The general rule, they 
say, has always been that the rates on 
provisions were five cents higher than grain 
rates. This action makes the provision rate 
10 cents higher, and whenever this has been 
tried it has always been found to work bad- 
ly, The reason that the railroads will not 
advance grain rates is use there is no 
such competition on visions by the lake 
and water routes as there ison grain. The

Should the railroads decide 
upon an advance in grain rates at this time, 
the grain shipments East will fall off still 
more, and consequently they will have to 
forego their desire to advance grain rates 
until competition by lake has entirely ceased. 
When that time arrives, provision sbippers 
may rest assured n rates will be ad- 
vanced in the same proportion as provision 
rates, but until then they will no doubt have 
to bear it.

ToLEepo, O., Oct. 20.—It was my good fort- 
une not long since to spend a portion of an 
evening in the company of Jadge Alphonso 
Taft, of Cincinnati. “The Judge was in 4 re- 
flective mood, and freely related many things 
of great interest concerning his early life 
and the progress of the City of Cincinnati 
and the State of Ohio during the past half- 
century.

of the statute of limitations was decided yester- 
day morning by Judge Blodgett in the case of 
Charles Osgood against Robert Artt. This was 
an action on a promissory note for $2,500 with 
interest at 10 per cent per annum, made by the 
defendant in 187, in aid of the Racine & Missis- 

sippi Railroad enterprise. The note was one of 
a considerable number of notes and mortgages 
given in aid of the construction of this road, 
but the Supreme Court has held that the mort- 

gages could not be enforced on account of fail- 

ure of consideration. The present case, 
however, was brought by an indorsee. The note 
was made payable at Racine, Wis., and the de- 

fendant relied chiefly on the statute of limita- 

tions of the State of Wisconsin. To dis pleas 
setting up this statute the plaintiff demurred. 

The Court, after hearing elaborate arguments, 
held that the statute of limitations of the State 
of Wisconsin did not apply in the present case, 
because, although the language of the act waa, 
“ When a cause of action had arisen in a State 
or Territory out of this State,“ the meaning of 
the Legislature was, when the plaintiff had had 
an opportunity to sue and obtain personal 
service upon the defendant in 
foreign State, and the statute of that State had 

run, then the action would be barred, and also 

because the right of action in the present case 
had accrued before the adoption of this statute 

by the Legisiature of this State. The right of 
action, therefore, was reserved to the plaintiffs 
by express provision in the repealing clause of 

the sta.ute. The plaintiff's demurrer was there- 

fore sustained. 

The defendant also demurred to the plaintiff's 
replications, and insisted that it was necessary 
that the replications should aver thai the de- 
fendant had returned to this ‘State, and ciaimed 
that the statute of limitations ran during the 
absence of the defendant from the State, and 
that the cause of action was revived on his re- 
turn, and that, therefore, it was unnecessary for 
the plaintiff to plead that return in bis replica- 
on. The Court, however, held that this view 
was incorrect, that the cause of action was sus-- 
pended only by the absence from the State, and 
that it was sufficient for the plaintiff to reply 
absence from the State. The defendant's de- 
murrer to the plaiptiff’s replications was there- 
fore overruled. 

The Court also said, in rendering his decision, 
that from an examination of the authorities he 
was satisfied that under the Federai decisions, 
as well as those of the State Courts, that the 
statute of limitations was within the control of 
the Legislatures of the Statee, and that they did 
not form any anette the contract, and that the 
action was not in this case for the rea- 
sons above given.

McCaffrey 
came in carrying a dog under his arm, and ac- 
cused Bateman of having stolen the collar and 
license-tag which belonged to it. Bateman de- 
nied the accusation, when oy going 4 threw the 
dog at Bateman, and followed it up by grasping 
a chair and making a rush. Clark,. who was 
an acquaintance of Bateman, thereupon 
picked up a chair, and interfered either 
to assist Bateman or to knock McCaffrey down, 
the witness was not positive which. itness 
described the struggie, and swore 1 171 
McCaffrey struck the blow which killed Bate- 
man. 

There are several witnesses yet to be sworn, 
and their testimony is of a very conflicting char- 
acter as to who struck the murderous blow, The 
hearing will be continued this morning.

CENTRAL MUSIC-HALL ORGAN, 

The new organ just erected in the Central 
Music-Hall by Johnson & Son, of Westfield, 
Mass., being the thirty-fourth organ this house 
has placed in Chicago, was formally opened to 
the public last evening with a concert, in which 
Mr. H. C. Eddy and Mr. A. F. McCarreil exhibited 
the instrument, and Miss Lily Runals, a new singer 
here, Mr. James Gill, Mr. B. H. Groves (basso), 
and Mr. E. Heimendah) filled out the rest of the 
program with vocal and instrumental numbers. 
Mr. Louis Falk had also consented to take part 
in the concert, and had been set down on the 
program for Volckmar’s sonata, The Last 
Judgment,” but was unable to appear, as he is 
quite ill. It was a disappointment that such an 
able and brilliant player should have been kept 
away, and it was another disappointment that 
such an effective mumber should have been 
dropped from . 

We question w there was a dissenting 
voice in the house as to the character, quality, 


and effectiveness of the noble instrument, Which 


in its appearance, as well as in its musical et- 
fects, is in keeping with the handsome hail 
where it is destined to play so important a part, 
not only in church service, but as a concert aux- 
iliary that has long been needed in this city. It 
is a three- manual organ, containing 3,229 pipes, 
distributed, 1,159 in the great manual, 1,220 in 
the swell mgnual, 610 jn the solo manual, and 240 
in the pedaie organ. There are also seven ac- 
cessory stops and fourteen pedal movements, 
tent wind indicator, and pneumatic motor, 
hree of the stops, the Tuba Mirabilis, the Flute 
a Pavillon, and the Contra Quintatin are the 
first that have been introdu here. The latter 
is a N foot pipe of great power, and ne other 
two are supplied with wind separate from the 
rest of the organ, and under great ure. 
The compass of the manuals from 
CC. @. 8 4 sixty-one keys, and 
of the pedale from CC C to F. thirty keys. The 
instrument occupies the alcoves on either side 
of the stage, the pedale organ being on the 
ee while the organist’s bench isin the centre 
of a gallery which crosses the stage space mid- 
way between the top of the proscenium and the 
floor, the bench being so located that by the aid 
of retiecting mirrors the player can easily see 
the singer or conductor on the stage below. The 
case of the organ, the woodwork of which is 
cherry, is very neat in its architectural design, 
and, without bei extravagant or showy in 
character, is prettily carved and d „ and 
forms a beautiful setting for the ornamental 
dummy pipes of the front, which are very rivh 
and yet very tasty in color. Both organs, of 
course, are similar in treatment, and add im- 
mensely to the finish of the hall, with 
which they are in excelleut n Apart 
from the musical features they are a handsome 
addition to the ball, though the effect will be 
still more hightened when the space from the 
organ-gallery to the top of the arch is finished, 
It is evident that money bas not been thrown 
away upon the case, but has wisely been ex- 
nded upon the mechanism of the organ; and 
u this regard the stockholders of the hall have 
every reason to feel tified. Itis a noble, digni- 
fied, well-balanced, effective instrument, and one 
of the most perfect in this country, especially 
for concert purposes. Mr. Eddy, who should bea 
good judge, says: “Though not so large as the 
great Cincinnats organ, it is vastly more effect- 
ive, being both finer in quality of tone and bet- 
ter 0 Cincinnati organ lacks body 
of tone, having too few eight-foot stops for the 
number of four and two fwot stops and mix- 
tures, which give a ‘screamy ’ character to the 
full organ. is organ, on the contrary, while 
remarkably brilliant, is at the same time solid. 
The diapasons, flutes. melodia,-etc., possess 
mellow quality which is as unusual as itis grat- 
ifying, while the are of rare beauty and 
urity ot tone. Indeed, I am delighted with the 
rument, and know of no organ in the 
country more perfect in all its parts.” 
Other organistse who have

of it in terms of unqualified praise. The voic- 
mg. in which so many organs are deficient, is 
admirable. The stops are very characteristic, 
especially the strings and reeds, and so charac- 
teristic that it is not difficult to obtain veritable 
orchestra! effect. power of the full organ 
is simply immense, but it is one of the most 
charming features of the instrument that it can 
be graded down to the most delicate and almost 
inaudible pianissimo. tits bilitjes ip this 
are such that<dt can adapted to 1— 
requirements, even in the lightest accom - 
ments for the solo voice, while no chorus can be 
= upon that stage that it will not easily 
ominate or overpower if necessory. In the 
voice of its solo in solidity and bal- 
ance of tone, as w as quality, and in the 
smooth, easy, and prompt working of its 
mechanism, it is certainiy a great success. 
Mr. Eddy opened the concert with the G minor 
fugue of Bach, and it was fitting that the father 
of the organ should have the first number, and 
for his remaining numbers piayed Guilmant’s 
imposing Funeral March and Seraphic Chant, 
which served to display the full resources of the 
instrument in its massive chords and pedal 
effects; the W rish Vorspiel to Gleason's 
“Otho Visconti’; the descriptive Lemmens’ 
Fantasie, “ The Storm”; and the Thiele Theme 
and Variations. Mr. McCarrell's number was 
the Liszt fugue on BACH. Mr. Heimendahi 
played the itz “Arioso” and Beethoven's 
well-worn romanzo in Fina very elegant way. 
The début of Miss Lily Runals, a young Chicago 
lady, was a pleasant feature of the concert, and 
the singer scored a decided success. She has a 
mezzo-soprano voice of very nieasing quality, 
execution very clear, good tune, and sings with 
a good method. Mr. Gilland Mr. Groves also 
took part in the concert, which was not out 
until a late hour. The audience was a very 


large one.

A — owner 2 — * ae season mgs 
navigation has been shortened fully two weeks 
by the recent gale. This estimate includes loss 
of vessels, as well as delay to those not seriously 
injured; the carrying capacity for the re- 
mainder of the season having been materially 
reduced by the storm. 

As Beerbohin sometimes tells us, there is a 
pause” in the wheat situation. The large quén- 
tities of winter wheat headed toward Europe 
are regarded by British buyers as a reason for 
holding off. They think that the recent flurry 
bas had the effect of drawing out larger quanti- 
ties from this side, and are now more sparing in 
their orders even for winter wheat. They are 
still less anxious to buy our spring wheat, as the 
latter is relatively dear. Parties in the trade say 
that orders for flour are also less numerous thau 
they were a fortnight ago, and unless renewed 
more actively before long some of the mills 
will be working to 2 stocks if at all. 
Still it should be remembered that, the 
British demand is far from being the 
only one now existing and to be ex- 
pected. The Continent of Europe is a liberal 
purchaser, and has not yet loaded up with any 
surplus stocks, The fact of alull in the de- 
mand does not prove that it is anything more 
than temporary. It is not unlikely, too, that the 
foreign demand received a check from promises 
made thia side that a large increase in the move- 
ment bere would be witnessed. There is not so 
much of that increase yet as was looked for. In 
fact, the receipts of wheat in this city continue 
small, notwithstanding the statement by ship- 
pers that our prices are 5@6c per bu above an 
export basis. The weakest feature in the situa- 
tion is the stiffening in lake freights, which may 
leadtoan advancein rail rates, especially as 
some fear an earlier closing than usual to the 
season of navigation. 

One of the features of the pork deal recently 
has been weakness in the November delivery, 
due to the fear that all the pork now here will 
be unloaded on the trade the week after next. 
The parties who are supposed to control it say 
that there is no danger of that; as it will pay 
better to keep it for the Jobbing trade than to 
sell at November prices for new. We note that 
the old keeps steadily rising. It touched $18.76 
yesterday, which is more than 50 per cent above 
the price for next month. There are now eight 
nfore trading days in which to settle up the O- 
tober deal; and room enough in that for an ad- 
vance to $20.00 per bri if the longs deem it ad-

NEW AND OLD CORN. 
To the Editor ef The Chicage Tridune. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—It is said that new corn is 
now being shelled, mixed with ald, and delivered 
on contracts calling for No.2 corn. H this is 
the case, it certainly is the fault of the Inspect- 
ors, and works injustice to all holders of corn 
and injury to the trade at large; for every ex- 
perienced dealer in corn knows that it is a grain 
containing a large’ percentage of water, and not 
until it is thoroughly dry is it strictly merchant- 
able and in condition to keep or ship to fore 
markets. Corn kept on the coband proper 
cribbed and well handled or taken care of, wil 
if the season is favorable, be sufficiently dried 
out by the middle of May or nning of June, 
but it is still dryer and better if kept on the cob 
still later before shelling. The old corn vow in 
store or afloat or goiug to market is of a very 
superior quality and in most excellent condition 
for use or for long keeping. and this mixture 
cannot but tend to depreciate the value of ali,— 
both the remnant of the old crop and also that 
which is being gathered,—and ought not to be 
allowed.

MARINE NEWS. 


Additional Advices of Disasters Re- 
sulting from the Late 
; Gale. 
The Schooner Cuyahoga Stranded on 
the Plum Island Rocks. 


No Later News Concerning the Vessels 
' Reported Sunk Off North Bay. 


Details of the Wreck of the Schooner Harizell 
9 o Near Frankfort, Mich. 


Jateresting Information from the Straits and Else- 
where—The Europe and Neelon Safe. 


THE DISASTER RECORD. 
SCHOONER CUYAHOGA ASHORE. 

A private dispatch was received from Esca- 
naba yesterday aunouncing that during the gale 
of Saturday last the schooner Cuyaboga strand- 
ed upon one of the many rocky reefs in the 
vicinity of Plum Island. The dispatch stated 
that the fishing-tug Harris had gone to the ves- 
sel. The Cuyahoga is owned by Messrs. Jacob 
Jobnson and J. B. Kitchen. Hercargo consists 
of 63,000 brick and 109 tons of hay, and was to 
have been delivered at Escanaba. The brick 
belong to the Fayette Furnace Company. The 
hay is owned by Messrs. Jobuson and Kitchen. 
There is no insurance either upou vessel or 


cargo. 
LIFE-SAVERS DROWNED. 

During Wednesday forenoon a squall capsized 
a Railboat belonging to the life-saving station at 
Forty-Mile Point, Lake Huron. The boat con- 
tained Capt. John Sawyer, of Detroit, Keeper 
George Feaben, and Joseph Valentine. They 
were on their way to Rogers City. Sawyer and 
Feaben were drowned. Valentine clung to the 
sailboat until rescued by a boat from the shore. 

Capt. Sawyer was Superintendent of the 


Tenth District of the United States Life-Saving 
Service, embracing the stations located op 
Lakes Huron and Superior. He resided at No, 
23 Montcalm street west in this city, and leaves 
a widow and several small children. He was 
welland favorably known among the marine 
men all along the take line, who will mourn his 
sudden and untimely death. 
MORE SUNKEN CRAFT. 

A dispatch to Tue Treeunn, received late 
Wednesday night. reports that the masts of two 
vessels foundered in the recent gale ure project- 
ing above the surface otf Lake Michigan 
of North Bay. it is quite probable that 
other vessels have met at similar 
fate, going down with all on bodrd, and leaving 
the question of identity to research. Only when 
the scattered tleets shall have reported can the 
full extent of the mischief wrought by the re- 
cent storm be determined, as then the missing 
ones will be brought to light. At present every- 
thing is still in such a state of confusion and un- 
certainty that a mention of names can bave no 
otber tendency than to cause neediess alarm 
and anxiety among those who have relatives and 
friends on board. 

MORE CRIPPLES. 


The schooner Julia B. Merrill was at last ac- 
counts at Littie Traverse, minus ber yawi and 
deck-load of lumber. . 

Last evening the schooner James Couch ar- 
rived here minus ber foresail with foreboom and 
gail, and also her standing jib. She bad been at 
avehor under Plum Island. 

On Wednesday the schooners D. R. Martin and 
Rutherford B. Hayes were under the lee of Two 
Rivers Point, each with mainsail gone. 

The Captain of the barge J. H. Rutter reports 
having seen three vessels well in under the 
Beavers, or in dangerous proximity to the beach. 

Capt. Chamberlain, of the schooner James 
Couch, confirms the reports that the schooner 
Pensaukee was at lum Island with ber shoe 
and rudder gone, and leaking badiy. The 
damage was done by pounding upon the rocks 
at the anchorage. The vessel's deck-load of 
lumber was jettisoned after the dam- 
ave had been sustajped.

Water- Works crib 
on the bosom of Lake Michigan. Capt.

In reply to questionings by Tan 
Tinu reporter be stated that the wind gauge 
on the Crib indicated, at 7 a. m. Saturday, an 
average velocity of sixty-three miles, By 9 a. 
in. it had moderated to fifty-five miles, and this 
continued te be the average throughout the re- 
mainder of the day. This statement of Capt. 
McKee is calculated to dispel an existing im- 
pression that Chicago was not subjected to the 
tuil force of the terrible gule. The fact of the 
matter is, that correct indicavons of wind 
velocity cannot be obtained at the signal sta- 
tion, as before reaching the heart of the city the 
zephyrs ure brought in contact with numerous 
bigh buildings and thonsands of telegraph 
wires strung at high altitudes, ail of which tend 
to check their progress and diminish their force 
correspondingly. .

A CELEBRATED TRIAL. 


The bark Brothers’ Pride, of St. John, N. B., 
loaded with 863 hogsheads of melado, sbipped at 
Cardenas, Cuba, and sailed on the 5th of May, 
1879; and on the evening of the 7th the vessel 
was abandoned, as she was sinking. An inquiry 
followed. The crew was saved, and the state- 
ment was made by the Captain of how they had 
endeavored to save the ghip by pumping, but 
fuiled. The insurance panies, thinking all 
was not right, bad the Captain indicted for the 
offense of scuttling the ship. The Boatswain, 
Howard C. Thomas, was joined in the true bill 
found by the Grand Jury, but be was afterwards 
discharged to be used as a witness in the trial of 
Capt. Towers. The trial began at St.John, be- 
fore Chief Justice Allen, on the lith of March, 
1880. The evidence of the Boatswain, Thomas, 
was direct, that he had bored holes in the ves- 
sel by the orders of the Captain. The trial 
began on March 15, and was concluded on the 
18th of May by the jury returning a verdict 
of culty. The prisoner was allowed out 
on bull until the points reserved shoulda 
be argued and a decision rendered. On Friday 
last the Supreme Court of New Brunswick 
quashed the convictiou—a decision which was 
coneurred in by Chief-Justice Allen, before 
whom the case was tried. The decision was 
given on the ground of the reception of im- 
proper evidenee: On the part of the Crown a 
notice of appeal was given, and also application 
made fora new trial. The prisoner is held in 
custody, waiting the result of an argument for a 
new trial,

The only effective anent remedy for these 
offenses is a radical reform in the sewerage and 
drainage systems of our city, although tem- 
porary relief can be obtained by pumping the 
river into the canal, as arrangements have been 
made to do at an early date.

No argument is possible 
inthe brief space of sucha report as that of 
this Executive Committee, or perbaps necessary 
to convince you of the paramount importance 
of introducing some system, enforced by lewul 
enactment inspection, for the better drain- 
age of the vast majority of our dwellings.

le to seweér-gas we do not know, but that it 
must be a considerable one there can be no 
doubt. And, aside from these considerations, 
there 1s that arising from discomfort and nausea 
constantly attendant.on the imperfect system, 
orrather the want of system, now in practice. 
It is no answer to say that we are in no worse 
condition than other large eities. If we have 
the means of better.ngour condition it is our 
duty toapply them. Many of the foul odors 
which have been sup to emanate from the 
packing establishmen re found to be closer to 
our homes,—in the sewers. 

The Committee on Drainage recommends an 
independent cut, or new river. To this cunclu- 
sion they cume after a fulf consideration of the 
alternative ot a shjp-canal. The cost of the 
proposed new river ig so moderate, and the con- 
struction of it can be carried out so rapidly. that 
even when viewed as an alternative it takes the 
first place of consideration. It has the merit 
also of being within our means. 

TAXATION.

John Kelly’s vote of 77.566 last fall gave 
Cornell, Republican, for Governor, a plu- 
rality of 42,777. The rest of the Republican 
State ticket was elected, however, by majori- 
ties of less than 6,000, except the candidate 
for Engineer and Surveyor, who was defeat- 
ed, because of personal unpopularity, by 
12,000 votes. Mr. Lincoln’s majorities were 
given in response to war issues, but those 
xiven to Seymour, Grant, and Tilden may be 
accepted as fair expressions of party senti- 
ment, as may those given to State o Ts in 
the past three years. Last fall’s memorable 
contest brought out the State’s full vote. 
Only 20,000 ballots for the Greenback candi- 
date were cast, against 75,000 in 1878. The 
result was so close as to carry with it little 
of the influence of a victory. Nei party 
can, therefore, find much comfort over New 
York’s past elections. 

Concerning what the State’s vote will be 
next month opinions differ. While the fight 
in the October States has en sed the chief 
attention of the National Committees, New 
York has not been neglected. The Republic- 
ans had an average of one hundred meet- 
mes a night last week, and the Democrats 
had about half that number. Both parties 
have cireulated documents by the million. 
All this was preliminary to the fight that 
opens with the settlement of the October 
elections. It must be said for the a 
ans that the party has never been so harmo- 
nious, so vigorous and so strong as now. 
Not a discordant note has been raised from 
Montauk Point to the end of the 
wharves.
